200 GIGABYTE ARCHIVE

The 200Gig Archive. Okay, it's actually only around 
130Gig or so. Over the past three years since my Dad 
gave me his vintage computing collection, I have been 
trying to preserve everything I can, especially for the 
CoCo. I image all new disks I get my hands on (I just 
recently acquired some rare source code for some 
games that were distributed by Tom Mix, Mark Data, etc. 
and will be imaging these also). Anyway, people from all 
over the world (especially Australia and England and 
U.S.A.) have been sending me CD's, DVD's and even 
Blu-Ray recordable disks of archived CoCo materials. I 
simply copy them from the optical disks into a DIR on my 
data drive titled "CoCo Archive". Now, admittedly, there 
is a lot of duplication, but it is probably the biggest 
archive of CoCo-related material anywhere. 

I have uploaded a great deal of it to Malted Media’s FTP. 
Ideally, what I would like to do is set up my own FTP. 
Does anyone have any idea as to where I could find a 
good tutorial for allowing my computer to act as an FTP 
so people can download this freely? (I am going to put 
together a small server w/Raid backup to put all of this 
on.) 

Now, if I can figure out how to set up my own FTP site, I 
would unzip all of the files that are disk images so they 
could be directly accessed by a CoCo using Roger 
Taylor's DRIVEPAK - how cool would that be? 

The archive is free if you send a big enough hard drive 
plus return shipping. It would have to be an NTFS drive 
(I can format it), as FAT32 is too wasteful to hold the 
archive. An EXT3 or EXT4 Linux partition might hold it 
all, but I haven't tried anything other than an NTFS 
w/NTFS compression enabled. 

I would also be willing to send this entire archive on a 
200 Gig hard drive to anyone who would like to try to 
devise a method by which it could be shared freely with 
all. Ideally, I would send the drive out, the receiving 
person would copy all the files off, and then they would 
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return the drive to me in case I needed to send it to 
someone else. 

If you're curious as to what all is in the archive, I can do a 
"DIR /S > FILES.TXT" and send you the resulting text file 
containing all the filenames. 

I have also developed tons of hardware projects and 
released them all as free and open projects to the 
community. I am currently working on a design for a high- 
density disk controller that will be compatible with DECB 
and OS-9. How, you ask? Well, under OS-9 it'll work as a 
standard 1.44Meg disk, but under DECB, the 1.44Meg 
disk will be divided into four partitions of 360K each. It will 
be as if four DSDD disks were in the drive, but only one is 
active. DECB will be patched in a way that maintains close 
compatibility, but there will be ports that, when written with 
a specific value of 0-3, will activate the partition noted by 
the number 0, 1, 2 or 3. There will also be a pushbutton 
switch that lets you manually step through the partitions. If 
you have a normal multi-disk set (such as a game) that 
tells you to insert disk 1 , remove disk 1 , insert disk 2, and 
so on, once the set is copied to the high-density partitions, 
you would load the first partition, and when requested to 
change disks, you would press the button to step to the 
next partition. This is one of the most ambitious projects I 
have attempted, but I believe I can pull it off.

For one thing, I spend so much time at the 
check-in table (a job I have always had), but no longer is 
there a person to relieve me, which would allow me to get 
around to see the exhibits and meet with old friends.

In past years we talked about creating a CoCo4, portable 
software to run on any platform, as CoCo emulators were 
not portable enough. Now we have been shown a virtual 
CoCo 3 running on an Altera D1 board which is smaller 
and seems to do all of what CoCo3 has done in the past. 



John Linville was showing off a stock CoCo 3 playing full 
motion video with sound, an amazing task for an 8-bit 
CoCo. He converts the video to a special format for his 
player, so it can play anything. 

Says John; “Version 1 just never performed as well as I 
liked, so I revised it in preparation for this year's 
CoCoFEST! on May 21-22 2011 in Elgin, IL. ... Version 
2 of my digital video player for the Tandy Color 
Computer 3. will be there with a live demonstration for 
those interested in seeing it in person. I hope you will be 
as pleased with the revised performance as I am!” 

The video playback shown is 128x192 in 16-colors. The 
video is updated 60 times per second, although 
obviously not every update covers an entire frame. The 
audio playback is at 11040Hz. Audio samples are 8-bits 
each, although the stock CoCo3 audio DAC is only 6- 
bits. Each minute of video requires roughly 2 to 2.5MB of 
storage.
